These  offerings  are  necessary 
that  funds  may  be  provided  for  the 
1.489  persons  on  our  relief  roll 
The  Relief  Department  of  the  Re¬ 
lief  and  Annuity  Board  receives 
$196,666  70  from  Southwide  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program  funds  hut  this  is 
not  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs 
of  toe  606  preachers  and  883  wi¬ 
dows  of  preachers  who  look  to  the 
Relief  Department  ..for  their  live¬ 
lihood. 

Since  there  is  no  possibUity  of 
receiving  a  greater  percentage  of 
Cooperative  Program  funds  for  re¬ 
lief,  the  Southi^m  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  and  its  Executive  Committee 


request  that  the  churches  take  a 
Fellowship  Offering  for  ministerial 
relief  on  the  first  Sunday  in  June, 
or  at  such  time  as  is  convenient 
for  the  church

prevented  among  these  veterans  of 
the  Cross.  The  Relief  Department

In  the  two  preceding  issues  of 
the  Baptist  Record  there  ha  vs 
been  articles  honoring  mothers 
and  mothers-in-law.

The  Wrong  Method 

We  give  below  a  Religious 
News  Service  item  which  we  ask 
you  to  read.  Then  read*  our  few 
feeble  remarks  that  follow. 

“Memphis,  Tenn.  Highway  pa¬ 
trol  and  other  state  officials  have 
granted  the  Methodist  church  at 
Millington,  IS  miles  northeast  of 
here,  permission  to  make'  five 
miles  of  .the  main  highway  be¬ 
tween  the  two  communities  a 
“toll  road"  next  July  17  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  raise  $ftfl,000  for  the 
church’s  proposed  educational 
building. 

Laymen’s  groups  from  the 
church  will  put  up  toll  gates  of 
papier  machc  at  a  point  five  miles 
outside  Millington  on  that  day,  a 
Saturday.  Motorists  will  be  asked 
to  contribute  a  dollar  to  the  build¬ 
ing  fund  but  no  effort  will  be 
made  to  bar  non-contributors 
from  using  the  road. 

We  do  not  think  the  I-ord’s  cause 
will  be  helped  by  raising  money 
in  the  manner  indicated  above. 

The  ‘article  states  that  “no  ef¬ 
fort  will  be  made  to  bar  non-con¬ 
tributors  from  using  the  road.” 
That  may  be  true,  but  a  lot  of 
folks  are  going  to  feel  like  they

Since  writing  the  above  editor¬ 
ial  Editor  John  J.  Hurt.  Jr„  of 
Georgia’s  Christian  Index  takes 
note,  of  the  Religious  Hold-Up  and 
we  quote  below  some  pertinent 
sentences  from  his  well-written 
editorial: 

“The  money  is  for  an  education¬ 
al  building  but.  at  this  distance,  it 
ap|>cars  the  church  needs  a  lit¬ 
tle  educating  more  than  it  needs 
a  building.

Most  of 
our  churches  have  gotten  beyond 
this.  One  religious  group,  not  Pro¬ 
testant.  continues  ty  promote  raf¬ 
fles  and  hingo  parties  as  a  source 
of  income. 

“Open  the  New  Testament  to 
the  story  of  Jesus  driving  the 
money  changers  out  of  the  temple. 
The  teaching  is  as  applicable  lo 
commercial  enterprises  off  the 
temple  grounds  if  it  is  when  done 
ia  the  name  of  religion. 

“Raise  money?  It’s  easy.  All 
that’s  necessary  is  to  raise  Chris¬ 
tians.  Teach  them  that  steward¬ 
ship  of  money  is  |>art,  and  a  big 
part,  of  Christianity. 

Churches  with  members  prac¬ 
ticing  stewardship  don’t  have  to 
g»  afield  for  money.  They  don’t 
even- have  financial  problems.”

The  Rev  A.  Garland  of  Kennett, 
Mo  ,  a  Negro  minister,  was  in¬ 
vited  to  the  Oak  Grove  church  to 
conduct  the  community  service  for 
which  Paragouldr»  East  Side  Bap¬

Mr  Greer  said  that  Oak  Grove’s 
new  Negro  members  will  be  used 
as  the  nucleus  for  the  formation 
of  a  Negro  mission  in  Paragould 
and  that  an  interracial  committee 
has  been  formed  to  determine  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  a  Negro 
minister  to  serve  it.
